Meanwhile, tbo injury tu tbo public credit of 
tho Colony by tlie stopp.igc of payment of juit 
debts of tbe Liovcriuucnt at tbo Colonial Treas- 
ury continued unal)ateu. Tbo comuiuuication 
I addressed to tho Adseii.'bly on tli(> lat of Juno, 
in wbicb 1 enclosed a letter from tlie liank ol 
lirilisb Nortb Auvtiica declining tu make fur- 
ther advances, and stated Ibal 1 could not incur 
any further responsibility without the distinctly 
expressed aulbority of Ibo Legislature, liaving ] 
as yet led to no practical result; and, us will 
be seen Iroui tho comnuinication I bad tlie 
bonir to address to tbo House on tho 2d July, 
in which I called the alleiitioii ot the House

business, further and mora serious evils may 
be anticipated, which can only b* averted by 
the prompt and judicious action of tho Legis> 
laturo. 

I cannot consent to bear any portion of the 
lieavy rospor.aibilily I should incur by abstain- 
ing from again urging the paramouut import- 
Buce of relieving the Colony from its present 
nnfortunato condllloa of discredit without 
delay. 

1 would lake tbiS opportunity of recalling 
iiie atiouiiun of tbo Assembly lo the various 
votes and re:ioliiliuns relating to llie e.vpendi- 
ture ol Ih'iii, wliieli, ahbongli coimi to by Uio 
Legislative Assembly on tliu '..'lilli of January 
last, are yet williont llie force of faiv. 

'I'be Assembly have ri fused tu in.iko jirovi.i-. 
ion lor a I'riv.ite .Seui ctary, or lor cleric.il 
assistance ol any kind for llic Covoriiur, and 
havu reduced tbe stiiir of liio Goloiii.il Secre- 
tary's ollicu lo one elerk, who i.s also cleric of 
the Legislalive Council. It follows, ihioulorr, 
that when the Coloiiiia ,Sci;ri:t vry and liis elei k 
arc ,111 uttejulani o on Uiu l.ogislativo Council 
(tbo session extending over the greater part of 
tlio year) Ibc |iublic olliccs are lelt without n 
public oMicer of any kinil.

The Assomhiy have proposed to ruduco the 
I flBlsry of tbe Treaiuirer by rioro than 40 per 
cent., a proceeding which, having regard aloue 
to tbe olroumstances under which that odicor 
accepted public employnmnt, 1 think cannot 
be regarded in any other light than as a breach 
of public fuiih. Tho Assembly have also ex- 
pressed their intention of abstaining from 
maliiuguuy provision for a clerk to tho Treas- 
, urer,tho oonsequencee of wbicb would bo ibai, 
.^btie the .Treasurer is occupied with his duties 
in tbe Loglelativo Oouncil, bis ollice will ol 
necessity ba closed, both for the reeeijit oi 
taziis and for tbdpaymont of public creditor. 
' No provision appears to bo iuleiidicl lor 
ineHS.seiiger or odice cli aeer lor the oni,.yj ,,; 
tho Colonial .Secretary, Treasurer, or liiirveyor 
Qunoral, so that their oUiues will remain un- 
inrept,and, during winter, tbe fires unlit, unless 



tbo.ao.pOlcers perform tho netvices |[pe.them<<. 
selVei),':or themselves defray the cosf^'of them. 

Her Uajesty's iSccrotary or.State|^U8 laid it 
down that, in view of the j^jnali g^Iflry .y^toU 
for tbe Attorttey General, ho' is entiiiied |p ibo 
customary fees. J3ut^tbo.<^A89embly.havo Re- 
solved tbat fees sbali not be allowed to hlui, 
and have declined to provide salary for his 
clerk. It cannot be expected that ..his oiiicer 
will not only prosecute Oolonlal criminals, 
gratis, but also at tbe same timo forego bis 
prolcseional opportunities of Uelemling Uiem 
for probably handsome remuneiatiuu. 

The Post-OfBce exists without uiiy legal nui 
thority toframo regulations or collect revenue, 
and I must decline longer to incur tho rcspuns 
sibility ot recognizing a Department over whicli 
I have no legal conlrci. Tbo views of Her 
M'ljesly'fl Government on this Bubjecl maybe 
gathered Irom the accompanying copy of u 
Despatch from Her Aliijesi> 's .Secretary of .Stale 
lor Ibo Coloniei. 

There is no provision uiado for ihu audit of 
tho Public Accounts beyond a prciuisal tu 
appoint tho Olurk of tbo Legislative Asseinuly 
to tho ollico ot Auditor, to wliicb, for sullicieiit 
reasons, I have declined to accede. 1 have, in 
a previous coniiuuuicaiiou, assigned a cause' 
for tho delay in oomideling ibo audit ol the 
accounts for the year ISGfi. A lailure lo make 
due provision I'or the continuance ol this acrviec 
would bavo tbo ell'ee', of allowing llio public 
accounts to fall inlo a statu ot arrear and cuu. 
fusion, from which they could only evciilually 
be extricated and adjusled by a much larger 
outlay. 

Although tho Regislrtir General uinl Asses- 
sor aro appointed under local statutes, by 
which their smiiiries aro li.\ed and secured lo 
thorn, tbo Assembly practically resolve lo inako 
no provision lor the payment of their salaries, 
and their oHices. as well us llio oHicea and 
salaries of the Supremo Court, aro loft in a 
stale of unccrtaiuty and coiilusion. 

I think it due lo the iubabitants of Xaiu.iniu 
again lo draw Ibc alteution of the As- 
sembly to tho iuflullicieucy of sums pro[>osed 
to be expended tor tbo requirements ol thiit 
remote and isolated IJistrict, which con tains a 
population of about bUO, einiiluyeii 111 steady 
industry ; which is llio resort of a large loniui^e 
of shipping, and which furiiislies the only 
Colonial export. The Keveiiuo directly re' 
ceiveu from this District in 1805 amounted to 
DO less tliau 5580(1, bcbides indirect contribu- 
tions which cannot bo accurately cstiinaied ; 
and the amount which the Legislative Asseni^ 
biy propose lor the carrying on of tho whole 
of the public business ot tbo District is the 
very inndeciuato sum of $800 for " Postmngter, 
Harbour Muster, and Collector of Dues," no 
provieion \y}iateyer being made fO^tbee^penbcs 
of the iidininistration or justice ot for tbe pro.- 
tectisn of life "and property, Meanyrbile, the 
consequences of the proposed reduction hiivo 
been highly de'trimetital. A town second only 
in importance to 'Victoria, has, by these mea- 
sures been left without pr^oper und^saCicient 
inagisterial and'po'lice''^uperVlBlOn,~re'i^ltlngiin 
the unchecked sale .of ^, ardent spirits to the 
aborigines and'its 'coiisequ'eni crimes of vios 
leucc, and in unreBtrained rioting. The 
depriving the harbor of tbat'due attention from 
ft Harbour Master which tho numerous ships 
frequenting it have a right to expect in return 
for the dues charged against theiii, must injur- 
iously affect tho character of un important 
port; 

Insufficient provision for the superintendence 
and managuiuent of the LighlbouaCB ..must 
result in their deterioration, and in an increelso 
of tbo dangers of navigation, 

I enclose for the mforinatiou of tbo Assembly 
tho copy of 11 letter received troiu the contract- 
ors for provisioning llicso establishniciits, from 
which you will observe that the 6U[iplie5 will 
be slopped if tbo outstanding debt be not |oiid. 

Tbo lailure to provide for the contingent and 
uuuvoidablo cxponsos of unpaid Magistrate^, 
will necessarily involvo a restriction Ot the 
adminifltration of justice. 

No charitable allowance is proposed to be 
made for the relief of destitution. It is ob~ 
viously the duly of a community in which no 
laws exist for such a purpose, lo miiko Si/iae 
provision for the relief of uecessilous and at'-, 
dieted persons beyond tbo uncertain ebarity of 
private individuals. 

Tho Naval Stntiou of Esutiiiu lU i.s to bo lelt 
apparently without a single policeiuau or a 
look'.up, and i think the unreasonableness and 
impolicy of omitting these precautions are 
obvious in view of tho largu exleut to which 
Her Majehy's Navy contributes to liio prus- 
peri)y''itnd revenue of the Colony. 

The amounts proposed to bo voted for Su^ 
tipnery. Light, Fuel, and Printing, are woolly 
-insufficient. Tho proposed upprupriatiun ul 
$250 ifor stationery for the year Ititid, has al- 
ready been exceeded, and I do not, under exist" 
ing circumstances, feel justllied in sanctioning 
a further outlay-ilor sDpply without legal uu 
thority to do so. t*. < j . ; 

In addition to the foregoing, . I wonid, beforo 
closing thiacommunication, refer tbe Asse'mbly 
generally to my oommpqlfiation date,d February 

2Dd, 1866. ' ' 

In coaclusioh I wourd''iigalii'iearn()8t1y im- 
press upon tbe Legislative. ABsembiy tbeparui 
mount importance of finding' :a practical solu" 
lion for ditncultles fraught w^tb evil to tlie 
Colony, and the 'prolongation of which will 
probably roiult in further public injuries 
which no future action of the Legislature could 
repair.

IIalu-ax, Jalv 2d, ISGfi. 
I'ho Italian mililary djcl.iralion of war 
was isf-niod Juno 20th, froni the headquarters 
of the Italian army, at Cremona. Ii is ad- 
dressed by Gen. Caldina lo Archduko Al- 
bert, commanding the Austrian army at Vo- 
nulla, and gives notice that hostilities will 
co'innence iu tlireo days, unless jthe Arch- 
duko declines to ucoopi a delay. The de- 
claration of wi\r agaiust Austria carried great 
rejoicing throughout Italy. 

The Cilamher of iJepiitie.'^ adopted, hy a 
large majorily, a bill gruiiling ex'raii>diiiary 
financial power to the Govorniniuit. 

Prince Ciru|iiaiin luul arriveilat Florence, 
and opposi'il llie Govornniuut. lie was well 
received. The iVucii' deserilmR ihe position of 
ihe Ausirians opposed to tho i^tussian army, 
under Gen. Uenodek, which is in pneition on-

The Auslriuu Couimandnr-in- 
Cliief appears lo havo Cunconlraled a great 
part of his army in Upper Silesia, by wiiieh 
ho may 1 conijnBpce;^ Jjie attjjtjli .Jon Prussian- 
Silesia. Ou tbe Pruasiai: eida the etriotest 
orders are givoh agafnst Durpiiise ; advance 
guards ore doubled j videtteff placed on ris- 
ing ground, wh'enbe'lbey look into Bohemia. 
Patrols are constantly watching the frontier ; 
signal lights are ready to onooouce the ap- 
pearance of the enemy. Tbo Austrian guard 
nt the frontier of Bohemia is not so slrie'. 

Jt in staled that nine Slalof, whoso levies 
were congrogatid at Frankfort, arc much dis- 
couraged at the aspect of afiairs, and groillv 
disposed to cooiplaiii that Austria would 
thrust them into war before she was able to 
protect tbem.
